Abstract lines 3, 13, 14, terms rotating holes' and association with split rings are 
unclear; the abstract should be rewritten to call for "support holes which may be of 
rectangular shape" and "cable split rings with holders to be plugged into the support 
holes with the split rings oriented horizontally or vertically". Also line 6 is unclear and 
lines 7, 9 "a" should be - the -. Terms "rotating holes" objected to above implies holes 
mounted for rotation. 

New abstract on separate sheet is required. Spec, could also be modified to 
provide clarifications in view of above discussion. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, lines 7, 16-18, references to "rotating holes" and "split ring relationship" 

are unclear as in the case of objections to abstract, line 6, 10, 15, 19 "electric" should be

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claim 1 , "electric 
(circuit) board" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered.

It would have been obvious to use such type holes 
for APA cable rings 62 to enable easy mounting and to allow selected orientation of the 
cable rings.
